Nazi columns have driven deep into the 
heart of the Don basin. The advance forces 
are farther in Russia than ever before. 
Direct rail communication between north- 
ern and southern Russia has been broken, 
the Russian defence line bulged to a 
depth of three hundred miles, and a way 
opened for a sweep southward toward the 
Caucasus, 

But one thing the invaders have not 
succeeded in doing, and that the thing 
they particularly aimed to do. The Rus- 
sian defences have been pushed back. but 
they have not been cut through. Even 
Berlin has not claimed that the pincer 
drives have netted any great number of 
Russian troops. These apparently have 
been repeating the tactics of last summer, 
with even greater success; stepping back- 
ward out of the traps set for them when 
the enemy thrusts could no longer be 
stopped. 

While the Russian armies remain in- 
tact as organized fighting. forces and are 
able to obtain food and munitions, Nazi 
gains of territory are made at the risk of 
more and more serious disaster. Should 
the Russians be able to pinch off the spear- 
head troops, the farther these have pene- 
trated the greater will be the debacle. And 
the farther and more heavily-Nazi troops, 
equipment and transport are involved in 
Russia, the more exposed Germany will be 
to attack from the wet. 

Molotoff, Roosevelt and Churchill no 
doubt envisioned the present situation in 
their recent talks, and made plans to deal 
with it which will appear when they are 
set in motion, 


Canada's Financial Resources 


During the month of May the Domin- 
ion treasury collected revenue amounting 
to $319,647,452 from customs, excise and 
income taxes. In 1933 the revenue for the 
whole year from all sources was $311,735,- 
286. Though it had been higher in the 
interval, never up to 1919 did the total for 
a year pass the $300,000,000 mark. 

May was perhaps an_ exceptional 
month, but that in any month the proceeds 
of taxation should exceed the yearly rev- 
enue nine years ago illustates the unpre- 
dictable cost of the war. 

It discloses something else; the un- 
suspectedly large taxpaying power of the 
nation. Canadians never before were called 
upon to pay comparable taxes—but the 
taxes are being paid. They are not being 
paid out of capital. They are being paid 
out of current incomes of our people, after 
necessary living expenses have been met. 
And we are in most cases still living far 
beyond the “irreducible minimum” of ex- 
pense necessary to support life, maintain 
health and keep from falling into debt. 

Who, twenty years ago, or even ten, 
imagined that the people of Canada could 
in a Single year pay $1,400,000,000 in Do- 
minion taxes alone? This was the amount 
required during the year which ended with 
March last. 

Another fact is thrown into clearer 
light than ever before—that the more the 
national Government spends the more it 
can collect in taxes. No doubt, like any 
other rule, this one can be carried to ab- 
Surdity; but the point is that what is 
pumped out by the spending departments 
can be pumped back by the collecting de- 
partments, 

That is something to remember when 
next we are being told that the country 
cannot finance employment programs, 
price stabilization measures, or other 
means of maintaining the average stand- 
ard of living at a proper level.

Bastille Day 


Whether or not they dare to openly 
celebrate the anniversary, the people of 
all France remember today the fall of 
the Bastille, the event which signalized 
and still symbolizes the establishment of 
a democratic form of government in their 
country. 

The remembrance can not be pleasant, 
but it must be keen. For today all France 
is a Bastille and its people prisoners. Their 
self-government has gone. They are ruled 
by an alien tyranny, more exacting and 
more cruel than that which the revolu- 
tionists over-threw. 

France three years ago stood in the 
front rank of the nations, self-dependent, 
powerful, the head of a vast empire, a 
champion of freedom, peace and world se- 
curity. Now it is a province in Hitler's 
Reich in everything but the name. Hagf 
its territory is governed directly by for- 
eign officials backed by foreign troops. 
The other half is governed by a cabinet 
of Quislings to whom the Fuehrer’s word 
18 law. Its colonial possessions are pawns 
with which gangsters gamble, 

Of all times Laval chose the eve of 
Bastille day to rub out the demarcation 
line between occupied and unoccupied 
France and abandon the pretence of inde- 
pendence which has hitherto been main- 
tained by the Vichy cabinet. War plants, 
railways and ports in all parts of France 
are to be under direct German control: a 
Nazi garrison is to be placed at Toulon: 
and French youths are to be trained by 
German officers and made to keep their 
countrymen in subjection to the Fuehrer. 

Betrayed, humiliated, enslaved, out- 
raged, the bitterness of Frenchmen is com- 
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pleted by the knowledge that they can at 
present do little to help themselves. They 
are without leaders, and without arms. 
Sabotage is punished with savagery. In- 
nocent men are murdered in scores if a 
Nazi official or soldier is attacked. To 
be known to be a non-collaborator brands 
one as a criminal. 

But, helpless as they are, the people 
of France are not without hope. They know 
that when the Axis power is broken their 
bonds will be broken too, They know that 
their countrymen who escaped the in- 
vader are fighting for their liberation. 
They know that, however long it may take, 
the free peoples of the world will destroy 
the conspiracy to which France fell an 
early victim. 

Frenchmen know also that their day 
will come. When the toils are closing 
about Hitler, they will have an opportunity 
to strike a blow for their rights and the 
restoration of their country. That they 
will do it with patriotism sharpened by a 
sense of brutal wrongs is certain. The 
French nation is still an Ally at heart and 
only awaits the day—and the arms—to 
vindicate its honor and avenge its suffer- 
ings. These will come, and representa- 
tives of France will sit at the council table 
and help to shape the terms of peace and 
the safeguards of France’s future.

The Canadian people, includ- 
ing members of Parliament, 
were still at liberty to think 
what they liked about this 
amendment, They were still at 
liberty to say what they liked 
about it. But they could not do 
or say anything that might re- 
tard its passing. 

The amendment strictly 
speaking, was simply not debat- 
able because it was already law. 
It became law on the evening 
of April 27, 1942, and _ the 
amendment was necessary, not 
to make it law, but only to get 
it formally on the statute books. 

Any debate, any harangue or 
any act that contravened the 
spirit of the amendment was ex- 


jactly the same as a debate, har-

War Role Of 
Agriculture 


Seen At Fair 


Important ways in which agri- 
| culture enters into the war picture 
is depicted in a very interesting 
exhibit staged by the Dominion 
department of agriculture at the 
Edmonton Exhibition Associa- 
tion’s summer fair. It shows what 
is required by Britain in the way | 
of Canadian agricultural products, 
and how these may be most ad- 
vantageously produced, 


To meet the demand from Britain 
for 600,000,000 pounds of bacon, our | 
present contract with Britain, it is | 
emphasized that the quota can only 
be supplied if the breeding stock | 
and litters receive the proper care 
and rnanagement. | 

This included care of the sow and | 
intelligent attention at farrowing | 
time. Warmth should be suplied to 
winter litters and = sanitary con- 
ditions provided. Feeding, finishing 
and marketing at the right weights 
must all receive attention. 


MANY EGGS NEEDED 

Forty-five million dozen “grade 
A” eggs are wanted for frying by | 
Britain. 

These eggs should be collected 
often in summer and winter, packea | 
well, kept cool, and delivered often | 
to your local registered egg-grading | 
station. The laying flock should be 
well fed and watered. Laying houses 
should be kept clean, and male birds 
removed from the flock immedi- 
ately after the breeding season is 
over, 

Canada needs wool, and the only 
way to provide it is to keep more 
sheep. One million more sheep are 
required on Canadian farms by 1943 
All good ewes and ewe lambs 
should be kept for breeding pur- 
poses. Canada faces a serious situ- 
ation in this regard which can only 
be met by increasing the number 
of sheep on Canadian farms. Every 
Canadian farmer is asked to assist 
in these important matters.

Reduces Cattle 
Exports To U.S. 


OTTAWA, July 14—(CP)—War- 
time Prices and Trade Board offi- 
cials said yesterday a reduction in 
beef cattle expor!s to the United 
States during the first week of 
July reflected, in part, purchasing 
by a government agency to pro- 
tect domestic beef supplies. 

At the opening of the third export 
quota period of the year, in the 
period from July 1 to July 9, the 
agricultural department reported 
beef cattle exports at 1,865 head 
against 5,515 in the same period last 
year, 


SHARP CONTRAST 

The exports for this July period 
were in sharp contrast to the thou- 
sands of cattle exported after the 
opening of the other quota periods 
in January and April, Preferred 
duty rates are available to about 
| 50,000 Canadian cattle in each of the 
four quota periods throughout the 
year. In the periods starffng in Jan- 
uary and April the quotas were 
filled in two or three weeks. 


Officials said they could not 
give detailed figures of the pur- 
chases by the food corporation de- 
signed to safeguard home supplies 
and buying cattle from exporters 
at prices in line with those they 
receive in the United States, 

Because of the heavy runs 
cattle to market and for export in 
the earlier quota periods, officials 
said it was anticipated 
quota marketings would not be as 
heavy for the three months starting 
July 1. These reduced marketings

In spite of the reduced exports so 
| far in July, the total shipped to the 
United States in 1942 are almost 
double those of the same period in 
1941. From Jan. 1 to July 9 this 
year 100,936 head crossed the border 
against 55,714 in the same period in 
1941,
